Mr. Garrison made a strong argument in 
favor of his clients, and the Court seemed 
to be favorably impressed. 

Before conciuding his remarks, he called 
the Court’s attention to two attachments 
foran aggregate sum of $6505, which are 
now a part of the court record against the 
Tribune. 

At 10 o’clock the matter was postponed 
until 1 p.m. 


Afternoon Session. 

At 1 o’clock Arizona Haines took up the 
argument for the defendants. He read the 
complaint and cited a number of authori- 
tiee showing that a receiver could not be 
appointed on the showing made by the 
plaintiffs, Col. Eastman and Mr. Austin, 
two of the stockholders in the Trombone 
concern. 

Col. Treat followed for the plaintiffs and 
argued that the cases cited by the deisend- 
ants were considered by the Supreme Court 
under the old Constitution of the State, 
while the present case is under the new 
Constitution and that the law under this 
instrument is very much changed. Counsel 
claimed that the Court had a perfect right 
to appoint a receiver. Col. Treat them 
took up the complaint and went on to show 
that the affairs of the concern 
are being managed by a few of 
the stockholders who have it in their power 
to seriously injure the large interests of the 
complaining stockholders. He went op to 
show that f.ur of the stockholders—H. H. 
Boyce, H. E. Smith, H. T. Payne and W. 
H. Esdor—are conspiring against the com- 
plaining stockholders and are seriously in- 
juring their property. Col. Treat then read 
a number of authorities, all going to show 
that a receiver should be appointed in the 
case. 


The Court took the case under advisement 

until this morning at 10 o’clock.

Justice Savage’s court for a brief time yes- 
terday afternoon presented the appearance 
of a Sunday-school picnic. Nearly all of 
the pupils of the Savannah school, as well 
asthe trustees and numerous neighbors, 
were on hand as witnesses in the case 
against Mrs. Jennie Cox, the little lady ac- 
cused of insulting Nelson Carr, the teacher 
of the Savannah school.

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THE ARSON CASE. 


MORE DAMAGING TESTIMONY 
AGAINST LEWIN, 


The Night Clerk of the New United 
States Hotel Tells Ris Story— 
Lewin, the Defendant, on the 
Stand—The Gas Jets Turned On. 


The examination of Robert Lewin, 
charged with setting fire to his saloon, in 
the basement of the United States Hotel, 
was resumed in Justice Austin’s court yes- 
terday, and consumed the entire day. 
following witnesses were examined on the 
part of the People: Henry G. Balke, bar- 
tender in the Vienna Buffet. A. Kiesshoer, 
bartender; S. G. Woodhouse, night clerk in 
the United States Hotel; Peter L. Mason- 
cehl, former member of fire department; 
Frank Dryden, fireman; H. J. Smith; 
Thomas Romero, blacksmith, and L. A. 
Messmer. 

The testimony of all the witnesses was 
substantially the same as that introduced 
Tuesday. 

MR, WOODHOUSE, 

night clerk in the United States Hotel, 
said: “I was in the office at the time the 
fire broke out, which was about 12:30 or 
12:40 o’clock. The people in the hotel had 
all retired, with the exception of one. 
There were about 100 or 150 persons in the 
hotel at the time. 1 was in the office when 
I heard quite a number of people down 
Stairs shouting, and I asked a conductor 
who was in the office with meat the time 
What they were shouting about, and he said 
he thought it was some drunks, and they 
shouted again, and then I started to the 
door to see what was the matter, and the 
men rushed up stairs and said to turn in an 
alarm, there was a fire in the basement. So 
1 went back and sent in an alarm. We 
have telegraph instruments right there—an 
electric alarm. Then [ went down stairs 
to see what the matter was, but turned back 
and turned in another alarm, as they had 
not answered. After I did that I went 
down the back way to open the gate, a 
— 7 gate where they carry out swill and 
stuff; it leads into the court. I opened that 
to let the firemen come in. It is a wooden 

ate and swings open both ways from 

e center. The gate was always kept 
locked in the night time, When the alarm 
sounded I sent the bellboy down to open 
the gate, but afterward thought I'd better 
go down myself; so Llett the office in 
charge of a young man there and went 
down witz the beliboy. I opened the gate 
myself, The gate is al ways locked at night. 

FRANK DRYDEN, 

called for the people, said he belonged to 
the fire department. That the night of the 
fire he was ordered by the Chief to stand 
ready to break in the front door. He said 
he noticed nothing unusual about the 
condition of the door, and if it 
had been broken open before the depart- 
ment got there he thought he would have 
noticed it. It was lightso he would have 
noticed it. When the order was given he 

helped to break in the door with an ax. 

VAT MARTIN, 

a hod carrier, was the first “witness called 
for the defense. Be testified to having 
been in Lewin’s saloon the evening of the 
24th inst. Said he went into the place 
about 10:30 o’clock; that he had been in 
there beiore that same night—had goue out 
and then returned. When he came in the 
second time Mr. Lewin and another man 
were sitting down at a table opposite the 
bar. The other man had a deck of cards in 
hishand. Heasked Lewin if he would 
lay a game of casino with him for a drink. 
win said he would, and they played a 
game. Lewin beat him, and they took a 
drink together; was not sure whether Lewin 
drank anything or not. Then Lewin went 
to put the covers on the billiard tables and 


‘fixing to close up, rem irking, “It is closin 


up time,“ and the three men walked out o 
the saloon together, Lewin closing and 
locking the door. That was about 11 o’clock. 
Mr. Martin said he noticed nothing un- 
usual about the place, nor could he smell 
auy coal oil, 
A. Cc. RAPHEL 
said he had known defendant four or five 
years. That Lewin roomed at his father’s 
house and occupied same room with him. 
Witness said the night of the fire he saw 
Lewin about 11:45, at which time defend- 
ant came into theroom. That about 1:30 
he was awakened by some one ringing the 
bell. Heran downstairs and found a mes- 
rere gp for Lewin. He went back upstairs, 
told Lewin, and they both dressed and tet 
into a hack and drove to the fire. 
Witness said he could state positively 
that defendant was in his room from 11:45 
until 1:30 or thereabout. 
DEFENDANT LEWIN 

was called, and testified in substance as 

In regard to my havidg been arrested in 
Portland, Or., I will say that it was for 
opening a telegram by mistake which was 
not mine. I was arrested, but the case 
against me was dismissed. 

My saloon here, . 1 opened the 


fixtures and cost me about 
500. It was insured for $2500. 
Last Thursday night I was in 


my place of business. 1 remained there 
until about 11 o’clock, when I closed every- 
thing up as usual, and, in company with Mr. 
Worthington and Pat Martin I left the 
—— I never used any coal oil except last 

onday two weeks ago, when I got a can 
to fill my cigar-lighter with. I filled it from 
a bottle. d not saturate anything with 
oil at all. 1 don’t think the can in evidence 
isthe same one I had. 1 never had but one 


n of oil at a time, which stood behind the 


next to the wall. After 1 left the saloun 
walked down Main street as far as 
First, where | stopped and bought some 
sausage froma man. I walked on to near 
Second street and there was a police officer 
standing there, and I asked him to take a 
drink or cigar. We went into a suloon, 
took a drink or cigar and then I went on 
home. I went right to bed and had been 
asleep about two hours and a half when 
somebody woke me up. It was Mr. Raphel’s 
son. ie said: There is some one down 
stairs in a hack says your saloon is on fire,“ 
so I dressed and rode to the fire. When 1 
got down to my place of business 1 found 
Officer McCarthy there. He to 
‘You have got quite a fre 
1 told him I didn’t know anything 
about it. I Went down stairs with him. 
Two gentlemen were down there and said: 
‘You have quite a fire here,’ 1 suid: ‘I 
know nothing at all about the fire.’ 80 
after looking around a little McCarthy says 
tome: ‘Youare under arrest.“ On the 
way to the station and after we got there he 
asked me when 1 bought the oil can. I toid 
him three or four weeks ago, and used it 
last Monday, a week ago. 
was the last man out of the place that night ' 
and that [set the building afire. 1 said: 
‘You will have to prove that.“ . 

STEPHEN MILLER, 

at one time bartender for Lewin, said that 
one morning he went down to the saloon 
and found ali the gas jets turned on, but 
not lighted; the room was so full of gas 
that he was afraid to strike a match in it, 
Miller was asked in cross-examination: 

**Did you not, in that same conversation 
and in that same connection, when you told 
Osthoff about the gas in that saloon and 
how you found things there, andone gas 
jet lighted, that you thought, or that it 
occurred to you, or words that 
effect, that Lewin had turned those 
gas jets on and left one of them burning,so 
as to blow the blasted thing up, or the 
the thing up, or words to that effect? Didn’t 
you tell him that in that conversation?” 
A.: “Yes, sir, I told him that.“ 

Q.: “Was that true or false?” A.: “It is 
true: I saw it happen in the cellar.” 

The examination was continued until to- 
day.

About a Mining Boom. 


Many believe that we shall soon see 
a brisk development of the long ne- 
glected mineral resources of Southern 
California. The number of prospec- 
tors now in the field, and the interest 
which is taken in new discoveries, 
would seem to be promising of such a 
desirable consummation. 0 

In the early days—the “days of 49˙— 


on their way to the northern diggings, 


for the precious minerals down here. 
The northern belt—not the “citrus 
belt“ at that time—then had the call. 
After: that came the era of agricul- 
tural development, and as Los Angeles 
county was considered good for little 
besides stock raising, we did not at- 
tract much attention from the outsigs 
world. Afterward, the boom came 


make all he wanted by simply dividing 
his acres by five and asking for each 
lot five times as much as he would 
have been glad to have taken pre- 
viously for an acre. 

So it has happened that very little at- 
tention has been paid tothe mineral re- 
sources of this section, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the first discovery of 
gold in California, by Americans, was 
made in the San Fernando Mountains, 
Los Angeles county, in 1838, ten years 
before Marshall discovered gold at 
Sutter’s mill. Still earlier than that 
dats gold was washed out in this 
county by Mexicans. The San 
Feliciana placer diggings, twelve miles 
northwest df Newhal:, were worked 
from 1810 to 1840 with the aid of Mis- 
sion Indians. In 1842, finding that 
these deposits, though worked in a 
crude manner, paid exceedingly well, 
the Mexican Government was pe- 
titioned to consider the territory be- 
tween Piru Creek and the Soledad 
Cafion and extending west of the Mo- 
jave Desert, mineral land and that no 
grant be extended taking in that terri- 
tory. This petition was granted. In 
1854 Francisco Garcia took out of the 
San Feliciana Guich,in one season, 
$65,000 in gold. 

It is some time since there was any 
very important discovery of the 
precious minerals in the Territories, 
and many prospectors who left Cali- 
fornia years ago for fields to which dis- 
tance lent enchantment, are returning 
to their early love, some of them re- 
maining in Southern California to in- 
vestigate our mineral resources. Some 
old prospectors base their prediction of 
a big mining boom this year on the 
tén-years’ theory, thus: In 1849, Cali- 
fornia; 1859, Pike's Peak; 1869, Vir- 
ginia City, Nev.; 1879, Leadville; 
1889, (7) Many believe that the 1889 
boom will be located in Southern Cali- 
fornia. If so, however, and if its 
effects are to be lasting, it must be 
founded on ‘something more tangible 
than wild and foolish uewspaper re- 
ports of impossible strikes, which 
are only floated to cause a rush 
to a certain place for the  pur- 
pose of filling the coffers of hotel 
men, livery stable keepers and others. 
For instance, a local journal told the 
other day of the discovery of a gold 
ledge near San Bernardino, forty feet 
wide, a mile long. and assaying $60 to 
the ton. Now, a gold ledge, four feet 
wide, clearly defined for a tenth of a 
mile, and averaging $16 to the ton 
throughout, would be a pretty big 
thing. Such statements are silly, and 
can only result in reaction and disap- 
pointment. 

The only true way for us to establish 
a solid mining boom is by a systematic 
and thorough examination of our re- 
sources by practical mining men,whose 
opinions are worth a good deal more 
than those of so-called experts, who 
have learned what they know of min- 
ing in a laboratory. It would be a good 
investment for some of our, capitalists 
to grub stake“ a few of the idle men 
ahout town, who have had experience 
in mineral fields, and send them into 
the mountains to prospect on shares. 
Nor need their investigations be con- 
fined to a search for deposits of the 
precious minerals. There is an almost 
boundless variety of other minerals in 
this section, among which we may 
mention coal, fire clay, graphite, anti- 
mony, mineral paint and gypsum. 

Another thing which should encour- 
age the development of our mining 
resources at this time is the fact that 
the early opening of a railroad to Utah 
will tap a region fertile in fuel and 
minerals, which will enable us to erect 
smelters and mills in Los Angeles for 
the economical reduction of ore. Many 
deposits in this county which are now 
sneezed at will then yield fortunes. 

Let us work upa mining boom ofa 
solid character—a boom that will stay. 
We have the material here. 


Florida Versus California. 


Snow has fallen in Florida and 
fears are entertained that if the cold 
weather accompanying it continues, 
the orange frop of that State will be 
greatly injured. 


Florida is unfortunate, scourged as 


she was last summer by the yellow 
fever, and now bitten by the frost; her 
people have need of our sympathy, and 
the opinion is growing with home- 
seekers that Florida is not a land to be 
desired. 

A State which, during the summer 
months, presents to the unacclimated 
the constant menace of danger from 
disease, where the summers are also 
oppressively hot, even with an attrac- 
tive winter climate, is not a desirable 
section for home-making. The climate 
of Southern California bas much more 
to commend it than has thatof any 
Southern State. The process of accli- | 
mation is not here attended 
with any danger. There are no dis- 
eases incident to the climate which 
newcomers need to particularly guard 
against. It is not a malarious region. 
There are no summer rains which, 
joined to a rank and decaying vegeta- 
tion, produce deadly miasmas. No 
matter what season of the year the 
home seeker comes to this section he 
always finds healthy climatic condi- 
tions and a favoring temperature. If 
a tarmer, be finds land already sub- 
dued for him, and he has only to plant 


fold increase, 
two or three varieties of crops. The 
land will produce almost anything 
ever grown under the sun. He may 
grow oranges or corn; apples or figs; 
olives or onions; potatoes or bananas; 
strawberries or turnips; oats or raisins. 
e may plant vineyards or grow barley; 
he may have his fields purple with flax 
bloom, or Yellow with grain har- 
vests. He may grow beets 
for sugar, or sheep for their 
wool; he may have his vast walnut or- 
chards,or his groves of lemons and 
limes; he may plant his rice and his 
cotton, and in sheltered spots set out 
his tea plants and his date palms; he 
may feed on his custard apples, on his 
loquats and guavas, and gather his 
harvests of prunes, and still not reach 
the limits of the productions which he 
may turn into gold. Southern Califor- 
nia is the land for the agriculturist, the 
fruit-grower, the manufacturer and the 
capitalist. The field for investment 
and for enterprise is extended, and 
there is scarce a limit to its resources, 
or to the variety. of productions 
which the soil may be made to yield. 


No Action as to Gamblers. 


No action was taken on Dr. Bryant’s 
resolution requesting the Police Com- 
missioners to close up the gambling- 
houses, and suppress the evil, as re- 
guired by law, at the meeting of the 
board yesterday, and it is probable 
that the matter will eome up in the 
Council again next Monday, whena 
vigorous effort will be made to have 
the Council take some cognizauce of 
the open and flagrant manner in 
which the law is violated under the 
very eyes of the police. 

There was one thing, however, which 
the board slipped through on the quiet, 
which may cause them some trouble. 
For over six months past Gustin Du- 
puy has had an application before the 
board for a saloon license for a place 
on Second street, near San Pedro. The 
old board positively refused to grant a 
license for this place, owing to the bad 
reputation-of the Dupuy saloon on Los 
Angeles street, the license for which had 
to be revoked, it being reported by the 
police as one of the toughest places in 
the city, and when Dupuy camie before 
the board and asked for a license it 
was refused until he could get the con- 
sent of three-fourths of the property- 
owners on the block. This he could 
not do, but hung about the Mayor’s 
office every Wednesday afternoon un- 
til Mayor Workman went out of office. 
His petition came up before the new 
board, and the status of the case was 
fully explained to Mayor Bryson and 
the other members, and he was sat 
down on for the time being. Yester- 
day, however, Chief Cooney quietly 
recommended that it be allowed, and 
it went through, both Mayor Bryson 
and Mr. Kuhrts acquiescing. This is 
the worst fall-down of the new board 
so far, aad will have its effect at the 
coming election, when the reputable 
citizens will turn out in sufficient num- 
bers to overcome any supposed ad- 
vantage that the establishment of the 
dive in the ward will amount to.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The President today sent to 
Congress additional correspondence rela- 
tive to Samoan affairs, accompanied by the 
following message: 

To the Congress: I had the honor on the 
15th inst. to communicate to your honorable 
body certain correspondence and documents 
in relation to affairs in the Samoan Islands, 
aud, having since received further dis- 
patches from the Vice Consul at Apia, and 
the commander of the United States naval 
vessel Nipsic in those waters, 1 lose no 
time in laying them before you. I also 
transmit herewith the full text of the in- 
struction from Prince von Bismarck to the 
German Minister at this capital, which was 
communicated on the afternoon of the th 
inst. This appears to be an amplification 
of prior telegraphic instructions on the same 
subject, communicated through the same 
channel, and which being set forth in a 
note to the Secretary of State from Count 
von Arco Valley, the German Minister, of 
the 12th inst.,was duly laid before Congress, 
with my last message in relation to Samoan 
affairs. It is also proper to inform you that 
on Monday, the 28th inst., on the occasion 
of the communication of the note of the 
Prince Chancellor, the Secretary of State 
was given to understand by the German 
Minister that a propo ition from his Gov- 
ernment to that of the United States for a 
conference on the Samoan subject was on 
its way by mail, having left Berlin on the 
20th inst., so that its arrival here in due 
course of mail can be looked for in a very 
short time. In reply to an inquiry from the 
Secretary of State as to whether the propo- 
sition referred to was a renewal of the joint 
conference between the United States, Ger- 
many and Great Britain which was sus- 
pended in July, 1887, or for consideration 
of Samoan affairs ab novo, the German 
Minister stated his inability to answer un- 
til the proposition which left Berlin on the 
20th inst. should have been receiv 
shall hereafter communicate to Congress all 
information before me in relation to the 

status.“ 
CAPT. MULLAN’S LETTER, 

The correspondence accompanying this 
message of the President gives an official 
account of events in Samoa practically the 
same as they have been already outlined in 
the press dispatches. Regarding the seiz- 
ure of a small boat ing the American 
flag, Capt. Mullan of the Nipsic says: On 
January ist he wrote to the Captain of the 
German vessel and received a reply to the 
effect that there was no flag flying on the 
boat. This is not true, as the boat was seen 
from the Consul’s office, also by others in 
other parts of the town plainly fiying the 
American flag. This is the usual way the 
Germans adopt for straightening out out- 
1 they commit. In conclusion, the Cap- 
tain says: “Iam of the opinion that our 
Government should have at this point more 
vessels, especiaily at this time. I have 
caused to be posted in the town of Apia 
notice that the lives of all American citi- 
zens will find protection on board this ves- 
sel under my command, and that at the first 
intimation of an outburst of hostilities in 
Apia I shall land my force for the protec- 
tion of their property.” 7 

BISMAKOK’S LETTER. 

The last letter is one from Prince Bis- 
marck to Count von Arco Valley, of which 
the following is a translation: 

MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 
BERLIN, Jan. 23, 1839, 

I have already notified Your Excellency 
that according to telegraphic communica- 
tions from Apia on the 18th of December, a 
detachment of the German naval forces 
which bad landed at the requisition of the 
Imperial Consul for the protection of Ger- 
man settlements which were endangered 
by conflicts between the native parties 
there, was attacked by armed Samoans be- 
longing to the party of Chief Mataafa, This 
unprovoked attack is said to have taken 
place under the leadership of an American 
named Klein, On this occasion more than 
50 German soldiers and officers were killed 
or wounded. In consequence of this we 
have been transplanted from the territo 
of mediatorial negotiations, by whic 
the Imperial Consul in Apia was trying 
to reconcile the contending parties and for 
whicb he had sought the ration of his 
English and American colleagues, into a 
state of war with the assailants, to our re- 
gret. We shall carry on the contest which 
has been forced upon us by Mataafa and his 
followers with the utmost consideration for 
E: glish and American interests. Our mili- 
tary measures have ip view only the pun- 
ishment of the murderers of German sol- 
diers, and the protection of our countrymen 
and their property. As they on their part 
are at war with Tamasese, our interference 
will necessarily assume the character of as- 
sistance to Tamasese. In the endeavor for 
the just punishment of a murderous crime, 
we hope for the codperation of the treaty 
eves in Samoa in friendship with us.

States to be good enough to furnish the con- 
suls and commanders of its ships of war in 
Samoa with suitable instructions, Our armed 
forces there are instructed to avoid and to 
prevent all injury to neutral eommerce ana 
property, and to adopt measures of reprisal 
and destruction only against the followers 
ot the party which initiated the contest 
83 Our troops by the murderous attack. 

e shall, of course, abide by the agree- 
ments with America and Engiand with re- 
spect to Samoa, and pay due regard, under 

1 circumstan to the rights of those 
pay as established by treaty. I beg 

our Excellency to bring this communica- 
tion to Mr. Bayard’s knowledge by reading 
it to him, and leave a copy of it with him 
if he requests it.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is understood that the se- 
cret session of the Senate was consumed to- 
day in discussing the British extradition’ 
treaty. Itis gathered from the toné of to- 
day’s discussion that there is a strong dis- 
position among a number of Senators to re- 
commit the treaty to the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, the effect of which, from 
the standpoint of the administration Sen- 
ators, would be to kill it as far as this Con- 
gress is concerned.

ence and autonomy of the native Govern- 
ment and inconsistent with American 
treaty rights there. As soon as the German 
fleet sailed away this treaty had been repu- 
diated by Malietoa as having been signed 
under protest. As to Consul Greenbaum’s 
action in raising the United States flag over 
the Samoan flag at Apia, the act had —.— 
he said, promptly repudiated by Bay 
and the repudiation announced to the Ger- 
man and English Governments, with the 
suggestion as to a protecwrate. 

Mr. Morgan st ted that Mr. Bayard never 
committed the United States Government 
to the position that there should be either a 
separate or joint protectorate, over the 
islands, not lieving a protectorate en- 
tirely consistent with autonomy.

Only a Few Street Cars Running— 
Several Riots.

Press.] The street-car tieup continues. 
This morning the strikers overturned a 
wagon on Grand street tracks. A portion 
of the police reserves were called out and 
dispersed the meb. A car on Sixth avenne 
started at 9 o’clock, guarded by three po- 
licemen. At Bleecker and Carmine streets 
they were overpowered by a mob and the 
car was overturned. : 

Large crowds of strikers and sympathizers 
began to assemble early at the stables of 
the belt line. Additional police arrived 
and cleared the sidewalk. The excitement 
was at fever heat. It was said that if the 
cars started there would be bioodshed, be- 
cause the strikers were getting desperate. 
Two thousand five hundred police are on 
duty. At 11 o’clock the strikers gathered 
at Bleecker and Carmine streets and over- 
turned half a dozen wagons and compelled 
ashmen to dump loads on the track. Milk 
cans and paving stones were scattered 
along the entire block. Policemen on 
duty were roughly handied till a re-

Farm Economy. 

VERDUGO, Jan. 26.—[To the Editor 
of THE Times.) Noting the frequent 
mention in Tue Times of the lamenta- 
ble fact that we are importing butter 
from Northern California, potatoes 
from Utah, and poultry and eggs from 
the frigid East, permit me to call at- 
tention to a few facts which are gener- 
ally overlooked by writers who are not, 
nor have ever been, tillers of the soil in 
this section. In regard to butter, by 
many consumers the best butter ob- 
tainable here is popularly but errone- 
ously supposed tocome from San Luis 
Obispo. This idea was originated by 
merchants who import the northern 
butter, and in the course of time their 
most particular customers would call 
for it, and be content with nothing else. 
Meanwhile many farmers’ wives and 
daughters in Ios Angeles county are 
muking butter equal to the best obtain- 
able anywhere, the only thing that can 
truly be said against it being that, if 
made from milk furnished by alfalfa- 
fed cows, it is not quite so firm as the 
northern product, and will not keep so 
long in hot weather. This prejudice in 
favor of the imported article hurts con- 
siderably the sale of home-made but- 
ter. But that is not the worst feature 
in regard to the business. The farmer 
takes to a Los Angeles store a roll of 
the best butter today and receives for 
it from 49 to 50 cents, the city con- 
sumer buys the same roll at from 60 to 
70 cents,aclear profit to the grocer of 
20 cents a roll! A rather liberal com- 
mission, is it not? Surprise is ex- 
pressed frequently at our importation 
from Utah and Northern California of 
potatoes, and the farmer is advised to 
plant more potatoes he.e! The trouble 
about the potato crop here is this: that 


during the potato season the article is ° 


adrug in the market; farmers fre- 
quently haul into Los Angeles during 
the latter part of summer loads of as 
fine potatoes as were ever grown—and 
baulthem home again for lack ofa 
market! The proper thing to do then 
is, of course, to keep them three or 
four montis until potatoes are 
less abundant. But the pesky 
things won’t keep. There are lots of 
“infallible” rules for keeping them, but 
the fact remains—they don’t keep! 
But, says your theoretical agricultural 
editor, you can raise potatoes here all 
the year round. Here, again. facts are 
2 that theory. It is not impossi- 
ble, in some favored localities, but there 
are very few sections in which potatoes 
will mature between November and
